INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  total  number  of  cases  equals  19  as  against  20  for  last 
year.  Comparing  the  two  years  1904  and  1905,  there  is  a large 
decrease  in  Diphtheria,  there  being  only  2 cases  while  in  1904 
there  were  9. 

Enteric ; there  were  3 last  year  and  i this,  and  the  cases  in 
both  years  were  imported  into  the  Union. 

Scarlet  fever  has  increased,  nine  cases  against  3 for  last 
year  ; five  of  these  nine  cases  were  distinctly  traceable  to  Trow- 
bridge, ^vhere  there  was  an  outbreak  in  the  autumn. 

Er3"sipelas  has  increased  from  5 (04)  to  7 this  year. — All  the 
cases  last  3"ear,  and  five  of  this  year’s  were  between  the  ages  of 
25  and  65.  Now  that  the  Isolation  Hospital  has  been  opened  at 
Trowbridge  I hope  to  have  less  cases  to  report  on  at  the  end  of 
1906.  One  case,  viz.,  Scarlet  Fever,  has  been  removed  from  this 
Union  to  the  Hospital.

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PHTHISIS. 

The  Sanatorium  at  Winsley,  erected  hy  Sii])Scriptioii  for 
the  Counties  of  Gloucester,  Somerset,  and  Wilts,  is  in  full 
work  and  ought  to  prove  a great  help  to  diminish  the 
tubercular  death  rate.  Situated  on  a platform  cut  out  from 
the  side  of  tlie  hill,  at  an  elevation  of  about  500  feet  and 
facing  South-West,  it  looks  over  the  Valleys  of  the  Avon  and 
Frome,  to  the  Mendips  on  the  West,  and  Caine  to  the  Hast. 

Unfortunately  only  sufficient  subscriptions  to  keep  a bed 
for  eight  months  during  the  year  were  available  from  this 
district,  a j)rovision  quite  inadequate  for  the  parishs’s  needs. 
Notification,  either  Voluntary  or  compulsory,  is  absent  ; thus 
tending  to  increase  the  spread  of  the  disease.  Bristol  has 
adopted  Voluntary  Notification  and  a fee  of  2s.  6d.  is  paid  in 
each  case  notified  by  a private  medical  attendant,  unless  the 
case  has  been  notified  by  another  doctor,  in  which  case  is.  is 
paid;  is.  to  Medical  Officers  of  Public  Institutions;  is.  for 
each  change  of  addre.ss  with  the  new  address.  I cannot  lielp 
thinking  if  this  scale  was  adopted  it  would  be  of  great 
service,  as  on  a death  taking  place,  or  a change  of  house 
being  made,  the  room  or  house  could  at  once  be  disinfected. 

I am  informed  by  A.  Allan,  Esq.,  lecturer  on  Poultr}' 
Keeping  to  the  County  Council,  that  there  is  more  Con- 
sumption among  the  fowls  in  this  County  than  the  average.  A 
Royal  Commission  is  now  sitting  to  enquire  into  the 
connection  between  the  tubercle  bacillus  found  in  Man  and  Cows. 
Can  there  be  any  connection  between  these  and  fowls?  It  would 
be  an  interesting  inquiry  to  note  whether  in  those  districts 
where  consumption  is  rife  among  fowls,  there  is  any  increase 
in  tuberculosis  among  cattle  and  human  beings. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

An  alteration  in  the  law  affecting  the  compulsory  supply 
of  water  to  houses  in  a row,  or  adjacent  to  one  another,  and 
the  means  of  estimating  the  reasonable  cost  of  la3’'ing  on  the 
water  thereto,  appears  to  be  absolutely  necessary,  especially  in 
the  rural  districts  to  houses  of  low  rateable  value.

DEATH  RATE. 


There  is  an  increase  of  3,  namely  80,  against  77  last  year, 
and  an  increase  of  7.1  above  the  average  for  the  past  10  years. 
Of  these  46  or  57-2  per  cent  are  65  and  upwards,  while  10  are 
under  i year,  or  12*2  per  cent.  If  these  two  Classes  are 
added  to  the  deaths  occuring  between  i and  15  years  their 
numbers  equal  61,  leaving  the  small  number  of  19  deaths, 
or  23-3  per  cent  between  the  ages  of  15  and  65,  the  working 
3’ears  of  life.  There  is  a new  table  at  the  end  of  this  report 
showing  the  causes  of  and  ages  at  death  of  those  occurring 
up  to  12  months.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  only 
infectious  case  was  one  of  measles,  while  premature  birth, 
and  debility  from  birth,  together  accounted  for  half  of  the  total. 
Lung  troubles  caused  3. 

From  notifiable  diseases  no  deaths  occurred,  and  there 
was  onl3"  i each  from  Measles  and  Influenza,  Bronchitis 
caused  17  more  than  aii}^  other  complaint.  Phthisis  caused  3. 

Cancer  caused  8 deaths,  7 females  and  one  male,  the 
3’oungest  being  52  and  the  oldest  88,  and  were  situated  as  follows;

The  Inspector,  Mr.  R.  Giddings, 
has  worked  very  hard  on  them,  and  has,  after  much  difficulty, 
persuaded  neary  every  milk  seller  to  register.  Detailed 
accounts  will  be  found  under  each  village  of  the  farms 
therein.

Monkton  Farleigh. — Situated  600  feet  above  sea-level  on 
the  side  of  a steep  hill  and  facing  south-east,  possesses  the 
dryest  climate  in  the  union. 

WATER  SUPPLY. — A public  pump  at  the  top  of  the 
village  and  three  taps  down  the  street.  A further  supply  has 
been  brought  to  Church  Farm  from  a well  near  the  quarry  in  the 
Wraxall  lane,  being  pumped  up  to  the  farm  by  Windmill.  It 
is  proposed  by  the  landlord  (E.  C.  Pinckney,  Esq.,  J.P.)  to 
further  extend  this  supply  to  Farleigh  Wick  in  the  coming  spring, 
a work  that  will  save  a great  deal  of  labour  to  the  inhabitants  of 
21  houses,  including  one  farm.

A large  spreading  parish,  consisting  of  the  village  of  Turley 
the  hamlets  of  Coukwell  and  Murhill,  Haugh  with  3 farms  and  i, 
cottage,  Ashley  with  two  farms  and  6 cottages,  and  Winsley 
village.  On  the  side  of  the  hill  facing  south  is  the  Sanatorium 
for  Consumption  for  the  three  counties  of  Wilts,  Somerset  and 
Gloucester,  with  an  average  of  80  residents.  The  building  is  so 
highly  placed  as  to  be  practically  free  from  fog  and  overlooks  the 
valleys  of  the  Frome  and  Avon  and  beyond  to  Cley  Hill  and  the 
Wiltshire  Downs.  It  has  its  own  drainage  system  of  septic  tanks, 
enclosed  in  a disused  quarry,  the  effluent  being  of  good  quality. 
The  buildings  and  grounds  are  lighted  by  electricity. 

WATER  SUPPEY. — With  the  exception  of  three  houses  the 
whole  of  Winsley  is  supplied  by  the  Bath  High  Level  Water  Co. 
In  connection  with  this  supply  I take  this  opportunity  to  point 
out  what  is  to  my  mind  a grave  defect,  namely,  the  absence  of  a 
reservoir  to  hold  a four  days  supply  ; as  any  accident,  or  fresh 
junction  made  to  the  main  on  its  road  to  the  village,  stops 
the  supply  till  the  main  is  made  good  or  the  junction 
completed,  and  though  the  Company  send  notice  when  the 
supply  is  going  to  be  stopped,  this  act  of  courtesy  does  not  over- 
come the  inconvenience,  as  all  houses  have  not  cisterns  for 
Storage.

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Turley- — Here  the  water  comes  from  a spring  rising  in 
the  hill  to  the  right  of  the  road  to  Winsley,  keeping  under- 
ground till  it  reaches  the  troughs  and  then  passes  down  to  the 
river.  A few  houses,  including  the  bake-house,  are  connected 
to  the  spring  by  pipes  ; the  remainder,  with  the  exception  of  4 
which  have  wells,  fetch  their  water  from  the  spring.  Two  years 
ago,  I suggested  that  if  the  owner  of  the  land,  where  the  spring 
rises,  would  give  his  consent  to  a large  tank  being  built  there, 
this  village  could  then  be  supplied  from  it  by  pipes,  and  there 
would  be  sufficient  elevation  to  carry  the  water  to  the  roof  of  the 
highest  house  ; and  the  surplus  could  flovv  away  in  its  present 
route  and  be  of  service  for  other  than  domestic  use.  I suggested 
this  being  done  for  two  reasons  (i)  to  keep  the  water  supply 
as  pure  as  possible  and  (2)  the  great  safe  guard  it  would  be  in 
case  of  fire. 

NOTE. — Since  writing  the  above  I find  that  the  water  rights 
are  vested  in  one  person. 

Murhill : Has  a small  spring. 

Conkwell  : A copious  supply  from  a spring. 

Haugh  and  Ashley : Wells. 

DRAINAGE  is  absent,  the  cottages  having  cess-pits  and 
the  residential  houses  being  furnished  with  W.C’s.  draining  into 
cess-pits,  though  one  of  them,  I am  informed,  drains  into  an  old 
dry  well.

— Various  schemes  have  been  formed  but  with 
no  result.  The  question  is  now  under  the  consideration  of  a 
new  Committee  formed  a few  weeks  ago.  Sixteen  houses  and 
the  Congregational  Schools  are  supplied  with  regular  W.C’s 
emptying  into  cess-pits,  the  Wilts  Laundr}^  and  all  the  new 
houses  on  the  Common,  the  Church  Schools,  and  a few  other 
houses  with  bucket  closets  ; and  the  remainder  with  cess-pits.

— With  the  exception  of  25  houses,  the 
whole  village  is  supplied  by  water  from  Chalfield  spring  forced 
by  ram  to  two  reservoirs,  one  just  above  the  village  on  the  East 
side  and  the  other  at  Broughton,  from  which  the  water  mains 
are  supplied.  The  water,  according  to  the  last  analysis,  is  of  a 
fair  potable  quality.
